The dea th pena lty wa s imposed up­ 
on an American soldier in France 
who pleaded guilty to a cha rge of 
refusing to obey and order to drill. 
The soldier cla imed he was ill a nd 
physically unable to obey. The mili­ 
tary a uthorities in 
Fra nce 
insisted 
upon execution of the sentence, but 
wa s 
saved hy executive 
the 
ma n 
clemency. 
A court martial, 
sitting in this 
country, ordered the dea th penalty 
Inflicted upon a soldier who went to 
the bedside of his dying father with­ 
out leave. He returned to duty a s 
soon as his la ther died.

Wa shington. 
A sentence of forty years was im ­ 
posed upon a young soldier, in the 
a rmy only a few days, because he re­ 
fused to give up a pa cka ge of ciga reis 
to his superior officer, a second lieu- 
ena nt. 
A ‘ compa ny row” was the 
wa y Gen. Ansell cha racterized the in­ 
cident. 
Dishonora ble discharge, forfeiture 
of pay, and forty yea rs’ imprison­

without leave, 
A private who went home without 
lea ve to see his wife and sick baby, 
in destitute circumstances, was sen­ 
tenced to fifteen yea rs’ imprisonment.

Gen. Ansell related in detail the 
ca se of a young soldier who went 
home without lea ve to see his dying 
father.
